I'.verv year we have the spectacle of 
men notoriously rich, assessed i.t sums 
so small that one is driven to wonder 
how they can find enough nun-taxable 
property to represent their possessions 
ou tax day. 


Nor is thin all, or by any means all 


of the absurdity in the proceeding. 
Every year as a result of, Heaven 
knows what method, of uiakiug o-igi- 
nal assessments, a certain number of 
people are caught with taxable prop- 
erty of from $500 to 11,500 or $2,000 up- 
on which they are quite willing to pay 
taxes. Having once got these people 
on the list however, the tax commis- 
sioners proceed to raise their assess- 
ment in following years up to the 
point where having learned from ex- 
perience, the former tax payers arrange 
their affairs so that they are not tax- 
able—and get off the list. 


A perfectly scientific system of taxa- 


tion probably does uotexlst.but if there 
be a more unscientific system than 
the one employed in making up the 
personal tax lists of New York, we 
never heard of it. It results not Infre- 
quently in a gentleman dropping into 
the office and saying benevolently thai 
he will paj taxes on about so much, 
although technically be may be in a 
position to secure exemption. 
It re- 


sults in unfortunate widows, depen- 
dent upon life insurance policy pro- 
ceeds invested in bonds, being mulcted 
in a large proportion of their income 
because they have not known how to 
avoid it. 


We are of the opinion that New 


York is not alone in this matter. 
It 


is notorious that many millions of per- 
sonal property escapes taxation 
in 


Newport and the same is probably the 
case with every community in the 
country. 


Remedy for Jan Jose Jcale. 


A new remedy for the San Jose scale 


has been developed at the Delaware Ex- 
periment Station during the past sea- 
son. It is a mixture of kcrosene,liuioid 
and water. The limold is a commer- 
cial term applied to a carefully hydrated 
magnesiau lime. 
It la u very simple 


remedy, easily prepared and applied, 
and, if it comes up to expectations, it 
will be a great boon to the small or- 
chardist who has not the necessary fa- 
cilities for making and applying the 
lime-sulphur wash. 


The college has secured a quantity of 


lirnoid with which it will be glad to 
try the effectiveness of the remedy In 
various sections of the state. Those 
having scale and wishing to hi.ve tills 
remedy tried ou their trees, should ap- 
ply to A. E. Steue, Kiugstou, R. I. It 
will be the purpose to distribute the 
experiments so made in various sections 
of the state. Notice of date of prepar- 
ing and applying the mixture lu such 
experiments will be given in local pap- 
ers so that any one interested can be 
present to see how the work is done. 


The lime-sulphur 
wash has been 


proved to be the most eflectiveof all the 
older remedies and where any one has a 
number of trees.to treat it will pay to 
use H. The college will be glad to hear 
from any one contemplating treatment 
of his trees by this method and to ar- 
range for demonstrations in methods 
of preparation and application.

White House President Roosevelt shook 
bauds with 7897 persons. The recep- 
tion lasted three hours and twenty- 
seven minutes. Assuming 
that the 


greetings proceeded at a regular rate, 
each handshake occupied ten and a 
half seconds. This must be the world's 
record for steady and rapid handshak- 
ing. 


Mr. Roosevelt shakes hands heartily, 


and on the average his hand moves 
thirty-nine inches to every handshake. 
At the New Year's reception his hand 
traveled over five miles before th; ^..o- 
cession passed. The muscular energy 
required for a moderately vigorous 
handshake has been computed to be 
equal to that exerted in lifting an eight- 
ixjund dumbbell two feet. This would 
make the total energy expended thu 
equivalent of lifting one ton sixty-four 
feet.

For the first time probably in the 


history of public charities lias the Pres- 
ident of the United Slates interested 
himself per«>ually and oltiuially 
in 


their conduct. Tnis record was made 
by President Roocevelt yesterday when 
he attended an liu|Kirlant conference at 
the White House with Speaker Can- 
non, Senator Allison, lieprneiitulive 
McCletu valid members of the DMrict 
Hoard of Charities and discussed with 
them the control of the local charities. 
The system of public chanties in the 
District of Columbia Is one of the mosl 
efficient in the country but many of its 
best advisers have considered that it 
was weakened by the fact that the en- 
liie control of all Hie local charities is 
not vested in the Board of Charities 
under the direction of the 
District 


Commissioners and that purely private 
charities are subsidized by Congress 
instead of being paid under contract 
for such work as is done by them for 
the District charities proper. 
The 


quarrel is of course a local allair but 
the question of the proper administra- 
tion of municipal charities is one in 
which every city ia interested and the 
attention given it by the President 
indicates that he will l« eager to es- 
tablish a precedent that will be of as- 
sistance in the government of charita- 
ble institutions aud societies through- 
out the country. 


Visitors to the President these days 


who are Inclined to advise him about 
appointments of themselves or their 
near friends to position or offices are 
apt to receive rather scant attention. 
The President 
by 
his declaration 


through Mr. Cortelyou that be bad no 
political debts to pay has cleared him- 
self of a pitiless nagging system and 
he evidently means to enjoy himself to 
the utmost now he is relieved of it. 
He has never had any patience with 
the oleaginous statesmen who whis- 
pered seciets in his ear and his clear 
and carrying voice was the terror of all 
who wanted to engage him iu private, 
corner interviews, but now he has even 
freer range for his candor and he tells 
his visitors without evasion that he 
selects bis advisers as well as hi! ap- 
pointees. A Marshall of eastern Vir- 
ginia called ou him a day or two ago 
and advised au appointment. 
Before 


be had finished his story the President 
informed him that office holders would 
not be considered as advisers, nor would 
they be allowed the distribution of 
patronage. 


When It was announced that Mr. 


Rockbill would be appointed minister 
to China and bis position as Director of 
South American 
Republics thereby 


would be vacated there was a rush to 
the President with favorites and candi- 
dates for the place. 
He was very 


courteous but his answer was unmis- 
takeable. He would, he said, appoint 
to the Directorship a man of his own 
selection. It is supposed that Chas. M. 
Pepper, a youugnewspaper man, whom 
he has had under scrutiny for three 
yearn will get the place to which at- 
taches a salary of $5000, and a social 
position of considerable piestige. 


There la a general shaking up appar- 


ent through all the departments iu 
Washington and many au inefficient 
or 
supernumerous 
bureau chief is 


tremblingly 
awaiting his 
fate. 
A 


number of these have been the recip- 
ients of delicate intimations from the 
Secretmies II. at their resignation teu- 
deied before a certain time would spare 
them the humiliation of discharge and 
many of them are hastening to hand 
in their papers. These beiths.it is saW, 
will be in many cases filled by news- 
paper men for whom the President has 
dtveloped respect and confidence. Dur- 
ing the campaign and during bis iu- 
cnmliencyof the office Roosevelt has 
depended" more than any other presi- 
dent on the integrity and judgment of 
the correspondents detailed to Wash- 
ington, and has come into closer and 
more intimate contact with them. The 
result has been that be has formed a 
high opinion of the ability of several of 
them and will endeavor to advance 
them «i;hthe hope of developing men 
of ability similar to Cortelyou. 


In the appointment of Ministers to 


foreign posts it is believed that the 
President will also exercise his freedom 
of selection. Iu fact, iu the appoint- 
uieut of a Minister to Norway and 
Sweden the Presideut has quietly given 
out that be will uot take kindly to 
much pressing of claims. 
W. W. 


Thomas of Maiue has occupied the posi- 
tion for eight years and is considered 
an efficient minister, but the opinion 
is* prevalent that Mr. Thomas considers 
himself au accomplished diplomat aud 
shows it by mauaging hisowu appoint- 
ments. Eight years ago he established 
head quarters iu Wasbingtou and re- 
mained ou the ground an elert and ag- 
gressive campaigner until he got bis 
appointment. It is said be had about 
an acre of petitions aud testimonials, 
the like of which astonished even such 
a hardened politician as Speaker Reed. 
The Presideut when informed of Mr. 
Thomas' ability iu this Hue has inti- 
mated that diplomats returning here 
to urge their claims will uot be warm- 
ly received. AliuisterThomas therefore 
is exceedingly uncomfortable in his 
uncertainty as to reappoiiitment and 
the more distressing certainty that 
he will he unable to present his array 
of testimonials and petitions to the 
Presideut. 


In the general readjustment of affairs 


after the -Ith of March,— and just at 
present the most important topic of 
conversation in the Capital la of pro- 
bable appointments, — it is uot unlikely 
that the office of Consul General iu 
London now occupied by H. Clay 
Evans will become vacant. This is one 
of the most lucrative and for social 
reasons, one of the moat desirable 
places on the consular list. Mr. Kvuns 
wus appointed by Roosevelt but he 
wna a heritage from the McKinley ad- 
ministration, and he was originally 
given the London post 'when the vet- 
teran soldiers demanded his removal 
from the head of the Pension Office. 
Mr. Wynne, who will lose his position 
as Postmaster General when Mr. Cor- 
telyou takes thai place la prominently 
mentioned as the successor to Mr. 
Evans.

Textile council the power to deal di- 
Ttctlj with any proposition in the In- 
.terests of a settlement and without be- 
'iLg obliged to refer any action taken 
back to their unions for endorsement 
will be voted upon. 
' Up to this time the Textile council 
bai not been free to act determinately, 
•nd it is proposed now to place the 
members In absolute control of the sit- 
uation so far as tue strikers are con- 
cerned. 


With the power which It is expected 


will be given it, to declare immediately 
at a future conference with the mill 
owners just what concessions will be 
made, it is hoped that the Textile coun- 
fll will be able to effect an early com- 
promise with the officials of the mills. 


In the meantime the investigation by 


a representative of the governor will 
be continued, and it is said that the 
governor has already secured valuable 
information on the matter. 


Yesterday afternoon's meeting was 


arranged by telephone from Boston by 
Herbert P. Drake, at the solicitation of 
Governor Douglas, with whom he has 
long been associated in 
business at 


Brockton. Drake communicated with 
Mayor Goughlin and made an appoint- 
ment to meet the labor secretaries at 
the mayor's office yesterday afternoon. 
The manufacturers were 
not repre- 


sented at the meeting. 


For more than two hours and a half 


the situation was discussed. Mr. Drake 
presenting before the union secretaries 
the attitude of Governor Donglns in 
connection with the strike in this city. 
All phases of the matter, it was Raid, 
were talked over, but no proposition 
was presented nor was 
any 
official 


action su^ested by anyone present. 


When the conference broke up, the 


labor men came out 
quickly, and. 


forcing their w:i.v through the knot of 
newspaper men gathered at the door, 
referred all Inquirers to Drake uud tho 
mayor. 
Hct'iisin;,' to talk, they clisnp- 


peared. Mr. Drake miule this state- 
ment: 


"The meeting could hardly lie called

Thousand* Tried to Get Money 


From New York Bank 


CREATED GREAT TURMOIL 


Institution Has Ample Funds 


10 Meet Demands—Many Im- 
plored liuuk Ofllcers to Allow 
Them to Alake IJcileposhs 


New York, Jan. 12.—Three police- 


meu and two Hebrew women were in- 
jured in a run on the State bank lu 
Grand street, in the heart of the busi- 
ness section of the East Side. The 
emergency polid* uetf.il of the Uelancey 
street station were finally called out 
and policemen were stationed at inter- 
vals of live or six feet for two blocks 
either sld« of the bank. 


The cause of the run was as ex- 


traordinary as the frenzied character of 
the run itself. Tuesday there was a 
rush of depositors to get their money 
into th* bank in time to begin to draw 
Interest at once, and the long line of 
waiting depositors convinced the ex- 
citable Hebrews that something was 
wrong with the Institution. Five hun- 
dred persons waited In front of the 
building all Tuesday night and their 
number quickly swelled to SOOO whei* 
the bank opened yesterday, though not 
all of that number were depositors. 


The bank, which has deposits of ?10,- 


500,000 and a cash reserve of $4,000,000, 
and which, 
Cashier 
Voorhis said, 


earned 244 percent profits last year, 
sent for money and 
$250,000 
was 


brought in, largely In specie. At the 
sight of it those waiting became only 
more impatient to get at it. The bank 
officials proceeded to pay them off as 
fast as the operation could 
be con- 


ducted. In all the bank paid out yes- 
terday $55,000 and received :n deposits 
$440,000. 


While the rush was at Its height the 


crowd pressed so hard against the Iron 
railing around the area in front of the 
bank as to bend the iron bars and to 
tear them from their fastenings in the 
stonework. 
By vigorous clubbing the 


police drove the throng back from the 
danger point, but three policemen were 
pinned against the railing during the 
struggle and badly hurt. Two women 
who were also badly hurt refused to 
drop out of the line to be taken to the 
hospital for treatment, so anxious were 
they to secure 
possession of their 


money. 


Remarkable scenes attended the pay- 


ing off within the 
bank. Payments 


were made two-thirds in specie and one- 
ti'ird in bills, and some of the deposi- 
tors were fairly overwhelmed by the 
amount of currency thrust upon them 
when they passed in their books. 


Immediately 
upon 
getting 
their 


money into their hands and becoming 
convinced that the bank was able to 
pay them, the frantic Hebrews became 
equally anxious to get it into the bank 
again and several created scenes when 
the officers refused to accept their de 
posits.

plored the bank officers on their knees 
t.i accept the money. The officers liaU 
orders to refuse and had paid the dc- 
posiinrs in specie to prevent a re-de

The prospects for the camp 


seem to be brighter than ever before. 
But as new opportunities, bring about 
new neceH-ities. the need for contribu- 
tions to aid the work Is as great as 
ever. 
The old camp, the first outdoor camp 


for consumptives established in this 
State, was at Hopkins Corners, in the 
town of Foster, on land owned by Paris 
Henry Mathewmn, where the camp 
was started In July. 1908. 
There the 


patients lived In ordinary four-walled 
tents the walls of which were kept 
rolled up, except in the most inclement 
weather, during the summer of that 
year. The dining room was in an old 
barn and a woodshed was used as a 
kitchen—primitive 
conditions 
under 


which the patients thrived. 
From 25 


to 32 patients were under treatment 
there, with excellent results. 
They 


passed (he winter in old horse ears.con- 
trlbuted by the Rhode Island Com puny 
and in cabins erected through tbe gen- 
erosity of givers who bad known m 
their own families the horrors of the 
"great white plague." 
As the camp 


grew older conditions improved; an 
administration building was erected, 
the gift of William E. Joslin.this being 
the building now used at the new camp 
as the dining room and assembly room, 
with a kitchen annexed. The location 
was between uOO and GOO feet above the 
sea level, and the camp was almost 
surrounded by health giving pines. Pa- 
tients went there almost on crutches ana 
became strong again, and sometimes 
entirely well; for It is claimed that any 
case of consumption may be cured by 
outdoor life and treatment, if the case 
Is taken in hand In time. The difficul- 
ty hi most cases Is that the patients 
wait until the case is too far advanced, 
whereas any cough of 10 days stand- 
ing should be regarded as suspicious 
and the advice of n physician should 
be sought. Then, for several reasons, a 
removal was thought advisable, and 
Mr. Stokes, who became interested in 
the work of the camp through the 
Newport Assoclition for the Preven- 
tion of Tuberculosis,oirered to purchase 
25 acres of land if Newporters.exciusive 
of summer residents, contributed $750 
to pay for fivecHbins, within a month, 
i he money was contributed, and iu ac- 
cordance with his oiler Mr. Stokes has 
purchased about 14 acres, while nego- 
tlatloiiBare now icoing on for additional 
land. The five Newport cabins have 
been built and are occupied, making a 
total of 15 cabins in the camp. 


The new Bite of tbe camp, about 52o 


feet above sea level, is on either side 
nf the Pine Hill road, in the town of 
Pciluale. not fur from the Johnston 
line, and live minutes walk from the 
Dmiielson trolley road.

George Parker Bidder was one of the 


most remarkable mathematical gen- 
iuses aud was about the only ouu 
amoug this class of infant prodigies 
whose talents were really useful iu 
later life and followed up his preco- 
ciuus youth with a successful uiuii- 
huoil. 


Bidder was burn in ISlK* at Morton 


llaiuiisteatl, in Devonshire. England, 
where his father carried on a small 
business as a stoiieina.sou. When only 
four years old Didder showed a inusl 
extraordinary ability for calculation. 
Ills peculiar talents soon attracted 
general intention, and his father found 
It more profitable to travel about the 
country and exhibit his son as the 
"calcnlaliuw phenomenon" than follou' 
his humble trade. The boy was taken 
to London, and liis peculiar talents 
were Investigated by the most IcarneJ 
men of his time, whom he astonished 
by tin- rapidity wilu which he an- 
swered the most ditlicult imcstions. 
The following question was solved by 
him iu forty seconds: "Suppose the 
bull at the top of St. Peter's cathedral 
to be six feet iu diameter, what did 
the gilding cost at 814 pence per square 
inch'/" The answer, £^87 10s. Id., was 
given before the examiner had time to 
put the figures of the example ou pa- 
per. The following question was au- 
swercd In sixty seconds: "Suppose a 
city to be illuminated with 9,009 lamps, 
each lamp to consume one pint of oil 
every four hours in succession, how 
many gallous would they consume In 
forty years?" 
The answer contains 


uliic figures. 100,489,050 gallons. An- 
other curious question was, "Suppose 
the earth to cousist of 971,000,000 in- 
habitants and suppose they die lu 30 
years 4 months, how many have re- 
turned to dust since the time of Adam, 
computing it to be li,850 years?" This 
problem offered no ditllculties to the 
lad. who nonchalantly rattled off the 
answer in less than thirty seconds. 
Fortunately for the boy. he attracted 
the attention of some eminent schol- 
ars, who hail him educated at Camber- 
well aud afterward at Edinburgh, 
where he carried off all the prizes for 
the study of higher mathematics. Aft- 
er his graduation from college he pur- 
sued the profession of engineer aud be- 
came associated with Robert Stcplieu- 
son and assisted iu constructing the 
Birmingham railway. Later in life lit! 
entered parliament, aud many stories 
are told of Didder's wonderful skill iu 
detecting a Haw in some set of elabo- 
rate calculations. He died at Dart- 
mouth In 1S78. 


Another extraordinary child was Ze- 


rah Colhuru, who was born at Cabot. 
Vt., lu 1804. 
Ills remarkable genius 


for abstruse mathematical 
problems 


was displayed at an early age, and 
•when eight years old he solved the 
most dillicult problems by the mere 
operation of his mind. 
Asked by an 


eminent mathematician to give the 
square of 909,090, he replied almost In- 
stantly, giving the figures 999,903,000,- 
0001, without any hesitation. 
He ob- 


served that he produced the result by 
multiplying the square of 37,037 by the 
square of 27. llo was then asked to 
multiply the answer twice by -19 and 
nice by ""), a task which he accomplish- 
ed in less than two minutes, although

When all tbe 
artificial booming is 


doue, wheu each city has ceased schem- 
ing to take tiade and glory away from 
the other, wheu the rival traus-couti- 
ueutal railroads have stopped giviug 
the advantage of cut rates to oue city or 
another, wheu trade^bas settled down 
to Us natural pathway—tbe Hue of 
least resistance and tbe shortest dis- 
tance wben temporary and artificial 
Influences have been overcome, and tbe 
question Is finally settled by these en- 
during advantages ou which the long 
ruu depends—then which eity will be 
Queen of the Westeru Gate? 


To-day it is San Francisco. But it is 


oue of the surprises of a visit to this 
coast to discover that San Francisco's 
supremacy is not expected to endure. 
As Western cities go, dau Kranclsco 
is a decaying city. Even Sau Francis- 
co admits it. Witbiu a few weeks a 
San j^raucisco paper has issued oue of 
these periodic appeals to local patriot- 
ism characteristic of cities made uu- 
easy by dwindling trade. 
It was 


pointed out that,during the last decade 
while Seattle bas increased 88 per cent, 
Portland 95 per cent, and Los Angeles 
104 per cent, Ban Francisco's growth 
has been but 14 per cent. 


Portland is the third seaport of the 


Pacllic coast. There was a time wheu 
she rivalled San Francisco; and as late 
as iive years ago, she would have been 
indignant at the suggestion that thu 
upstart port of Puget Sound should 
ever excel her in commercial import- 
ance. 
But figures leave little doubt 


that Portland is outdistanced, and that 
the race is between Pnget Sound and 
Ban Francisco. 


Portland's commercial epitaph is tbe 


melancholy sentence, she has not tlie 
harbor. 
Portland lies one hundred 


miles up the Willtamelte River; and 
up that river no really big ship can go. 
The draught is less than twenty-three 
feet. To be sure, Portland talks with 
half-hearted hopefulness of deepening 
the channel. She in constantly either 
Jiving in hopes of another visit of the 
Congressional 
Rivers 
and 
Harbors 


Committee, or awaiting a favorable re- 
port from ttie last visit. 


Puget Sound, ou the other hand, has 


a perfect harbor. 
You could sink the 


biggest ship in Puget Sound and other 
ships could enter their docks over the 
tops of the sunken masts. 


As between San Francisco and Puget 


Bound, why bas Puget Sound taken 
the lead? The greatest reason advanced 
out here is that Puget Sound Is some 
hundreds of miles nearer to every port 
in the Orient than is San Francisco. 
Tbe explanation of this has much to do 
with the spherical trigonometry of the 
earth's surface, great circles and small 
circles, equatorial arcs and little area. 
From San Francisco vessels bouud for 
Asia travel parallel with the equator; 
from Puget Sound they go up along 
the Alaska coast, hug the Aleutian 
Islands and follow the coast of Asia 
south. 


Seattle gives it out—whether the 


figures are official, I don't know—that 
the actual difference iu distance, in 
favor of Puget Sound, is 1250 miles. 
Ou the rouud trip of a veseel in the 
Asiatic trade, this would be a saving of 
2500 miles; and this means a seven 
days' voyage for a 15-kuot vessel or a 
nine days' voyage for a 12-knot vessel. 
This seems a tremendous handicap for 
San Francisco. 
Ou the other haud, 


Kan Francisco has an advantage. 
A 


steamer leaviug the Golden Gate for 
Asia need carry only enough coal to 
take her to Hawaii. There she can re- 
coal. 
From Puget Sound the west- 


bound steamer must forego commercial 
cargo In order to carry coal the entire 
trip. Thnre is, at present, no midway 
coaling station. 
But with character- 


istic energy, Seattle is setting out to 
get one. 
The Government is being per- 


suaded to establish a coaling-station at 
the far western tip of the Aleutian Isl- 
ands. Indeed, in every way, Seattle's 
aggressive energy in behalf of trade 
supplements her natural advantages, 
and this quality must be reckoned with 
in accounting for San Francisco's de- 
cline. By every law of trade, the enor- 
mous quantities of cotton shipped from 
the United States to Japan and China 
ought to leave by the Golden Gate. 
Sau Francisco is hundreds of miles 
nearer than Puget Sound to the Initial 
shipping points ill Texas and Louisi- 
ana. And yet, by reason of the enter- 
prise of the Northern railroads, the 
cotton is brought to Puget Sound and 
shipped from there.

But this de- 
licate fat is ias valuable as the dearer 
cod liver oil for weakly, thin people, 
aud doctors have frequently recom- 
mended the eating of many thin slices 
of bread, thickly spread with butter, an 
a means of pleasantly taking into the 
bodily tissues oue of the purest forms 
of fat it is possible to get. 


Butter is a hydro-carbon, aud all ex- 


cess of it is stored up as fat iu the body 
It gives euergy and power to work to 
those who eat heartily of it. So it is 
not economy at the table to spare tbe 
butter, eveu to the healthy folk. 
For 


anyone afflicted 
witb consumption, 


butter cookery, if plenty of tat cau be 
digested, is oue of the best ways of cur- 
ing the disease, should it be lu its early 
stages, or of keepiug it at buy if advan- 
ced, lu all our consumptive sanatoria, 
patients are urged to eat as much but- 
ter as possible, aud it is uo rare thing 
for a patient to consume half a pound 
of buller daily. Butter is uot a simple 
fat, composed merely of oue sort. It is 
a mixture of no less thau seven dillcr- 
eut torts of fats, and no more complex 
oil can he taken thau this.—.Science 
Sittings.
